The 100Hz time code is amplitude modulated. It goes on and off in response 
to the time code bit pattern. If you zeroed against a steady signal you 
are OK. 


Listen to WWV on a radio with a big speaker and you will easily hear the 
100Hz code. It identifies the time on the minute and then consists of 
bursts of 100Hz every second for the remainder of the minute. The code is 
binary coded decimal format. A narrow band 100Hz filter followed by a 
rectifier can be used to put precise BCD on a strip chart recorder using 
this signal.

Hmmm, interesting. 


I own and use an HP 200LX palmtop computer (kind of a QRP computer) that 
uses two AA alkaline cells for power. This computer has a large following 
of crazed, maniacal advocates, just like QRP radio does. 


One thing most important to all palmtop and other handheld computer users 
is battery life. And you can be sure there has been more discussion, trials 
and tribulations by palmtop users regarding this subject than the QRP-L has 
posted about which paddle is dit and which is dah. The consensus and strong 
recommendation by all users and commercial vendors is to use Energizer and 
never Duracell. Why? Because it was found that under a heavy current 
requirement, such as writing to a flash memory card, the Duracells couldn't 
hack it, often resulting in scrambled data. This didn't happen with the 
Energizers. Personally, I use either Eveready lithium - or a special 
rechargeable 1350mAH xgelled* electrolyte NiMH AA that works 
extraordinarily well. Found at Thaddeus Computing and Times2 Technology, 
they won't physically work directly in a lot of equipment as they don't 
have a raised "button" on the positive post. 


Anyway, it looks like we'll need some real scientific analysis to solve 
this one. (Or, I guess we could just forget the whole thing.)

Hello All... have to add my 2 cents here... NOTHING touches the Eveready 
Lithium AA cells for one-time-use energy delivery. I have a ton of them in 
my Nikon F4S (motorized-uses either 6 or 8 I forget) and with the Nikon 
SB-25 flash and Nikon Flashbar Bracket (that adds 4 cells to the 4 already 
in the flash-yielding longer battery life, and more flashes) it is simply 
amazing how long / how many rolls throughput you can get. 


BUT that said, it is a long way from the most economical, at between $2.25 
and $3.00 per cell! Yet, it also offers me the ability to carry 8 or 16 
Spares in my camera bag, without a lot of hassle. I have used them for years 
(ever since they came out) and they have been superb. I have never missed 
out on a basketball or baseball shoot because of batteries. I HAVE had to 
change a set once during halftime at a basketball game. Also, with the long 
shelf-lifetime of Lithium cells, you can feel OK about letting them sit-as 
Spares-until needed-and expect them to be there for you. 


I have used the Eveready Lithium cell in my Standard C-508 dual-bander also 
for years. I don't tx a lot with it, and for rcvg, using only the two 
Lithium AA cells, they are great! 


For OUR QRP applications, they would be nice for something like a very low 
power revr, but otherwise, I think NiMH and Gel-Cells are MUCH more 
practical. Digikey sells a Panasonic 3600mAH cell slightly larger than an AA 
cell and a new one since I bought a 14V set of those: a 5600mAH "D" cell. 


They are NOT drop-in for Nicads, charging-wise. Buy the Panasonic book on 
the same page with the batteries, for a couple of bucks, for info on 
charging.

I'm usually reluctant to call CQ when QRP, and don't have particularly 
great success when I do. I suspect it has much more to do with my antenna 
quality than power output. 


I like to answer CQ's and to tailgate QSO's. But unless I've copied a 
fair amount of the QSO and the closings (and we all know how long and 
drawn out those closings can be) it's not always real clear who is 
terminating the QSO and who would be happy to hang around for one more. 
If I'm not sure, I usually don't call. 


It's sort of like on 2 m repeaters, if an op calls another op and gets no 
reply, and I'd like to chat with him, I usually wait a half minute or so 
before calling. That way if he doesn't want anything to do with me we can 
both pretend that he turned off the rig before he heard my call - and 

nobody gets insulted. If I call him before the squelch tail even has time 
to drop, he's almost courtesy-bound to answer me even if he'd rather not. 


So, a humble suggestion for a protocol: How about if we're finishing a 


QSO but would like to invite another call (this assumes the other op has 
indicated "gotta run - supper call"... or some such, and has thus 
relinquished the frequency) we could sign something like

EXACTLY ! 
I am now testing a very nice receiver input 
"module" , it has a primitive resistive 


attenuator ( simply a good quality carbon 
control at the input ), two tuned circuits 
with a small coupling capacitor between them. 


The coil forms are simply the plastic cases 
from defunct fluorescent lamp starters ( an 
idea I borrowed from a Swedish ham, who also 
told me that inside each of those starters 
you could usually find a small ceramic disk 
capacitor -not always ceramic I found at later, 
as some starters have a low quality paper 
capacitor to act as an RF suppresor-, well 
the starter's plastic case is an ideal coil 
form, plentiful and zero cost, an addition to 
the "classical" empty 35 mm film case... 

Now here is the how to of the input module 

1. The coils must be separated by a shield 
between them. 

2. Link coupling is used for the input and 
the output of the filter 

3. The attenuator is placed very near to the 
input coil, so that requires position the 
input module near the receiver's panel 

4. The two coils should be separated from 
any metal by the standard minimum distance 
of at least one coil diameter 

I have tested the input module ahead of 

an already operating direct conversion 
receiver that had a very simple single tuned 
circuit input, and results are really 
outstanding, as the dual tuned input module 
and attenuator has made that receiver a much 
better performer. 

I use 50 pF air variable capacitors to tune 
both circuits, and a 3/15 pF air trimmer 

for the coupling between the two tuned circuits. 
The 50 pF capacitors do require additional 
capacity in pararell on the 3.7 , 7,0 and 
10,1 mHz bands... 

Drilling holes for the wires into the 
ex-fluorescent starters plastic cases is 
very easy using just a nail heated at the 
tip of the soldering iron or soldering gun... 
No attempt was made to make this multi band 
as my main objective is providing radio 
amateurs here in Cuba with a simple single 
band rig that can be built at the lowest 
possible cost and with whatever parts are 
locally available.

Drawing from Jim Kortge's work... I am starting 
to test a cascode RF amplifier that follows 

the already tested NO TOROIDS RF input module. 
Let's see If I have a little time later this 
week to test the cascode RF amp's performance. 
I wired little transistor sockets so that 
different transistors can be tested and 
compared, the idea is that the builder use 
whatever is available , which may be transistors 
removed-desoldered from defunct TV sets , radios 
or any other electronic gear.

QRM 
started soon after the net began, and persisted throughout the net. Still, we 
had a great showing and after a QSY down a bit, resumed operations. We were 
pleased to have several new check-ins, and of course, very pleased to have 
the regulars check in as well. As the band conditions improve, I recognize 
QNIs from old friends, many who have not been heard since last fall. 


Because our net is a low power one, an NCS' task of picking out a single call 
from a simultaneous burst of calls can be daunting. Though everyone has been 
patient while I ask again and again for calls to be repeated, I have a couple 
of suggestions that might improve the QNI process and decrease the 
frustration level. Send your full call, if you are in the clear. If it looks 
hopelessly crowded for the moment, wait a bit for the inevitable thinning out 
of QNIs. A good alternative is to wait for a "hole" and send a single letter 
of your choice (not an "e" or "t"!) When I can copy this letter in the clear, 
I can return it along with a "?" and then you can send your full call. Be 
flexible! Switch between these two techniques as needed. One other 
suggestion: don't be too accurate on zero-beat! QRP ops are the best CW ops 
around (they HAVE to be!) but if everyone comes in on the same audio freq, 
the NCS has an even tougher time distinguishing between calls. Consider 
moving off freq a bit to stand out of the crowd, but not out of the pass 
band! By the way, being NCS is a blast! Grab the job of NCS sometime for a 
night of radio fun - and challenge. This is your club and the floor is always 
wide open for suggestions on ways to improve!

Hello, my friends. 


I had my first RTTY contact last night using my NorCal 20. I designed a 
small, homebrew interface that works with Hamcomm software and FSKs the 
NC20. The interface fits inside the transceiver cabinet with room to 
Spare. The PC connects to a DB-9 connector on the rear panel situated 
just above the paddles and headphone jacks. Normal (paddle generated) 
CW is not affected by the RTTY interface in any way. No modifications 
to the NorCal 20 are required beyond mounting the DB-9 and making four 
connections to the main PC board. 


The interface schematic, PC board layout and written instructions will 
be made available (free) in the near future to anyone who wants them. 

I still have a bit of fine tuning to do. First publication rights go to 
NorCal (if Doug wants it) because it was NorCal who gave me the original 
NC20 kit as a prize at Pacificon last year. 


By the way, my first contact was with a station in West Virginia. Nota 
bad haul on RTTY with four watts from central California.

This is installment #2 of KI6DS's opinion on which kit to build. The 
objectives here are twofold, one we want to learn as we build, two we want 
to build useful projects that give us the biggest bang for the buck. Again, 
this is my opinion, and my opinion only. 


My choice is the TiCK-4 Keyer Kit from Embedded Research. Here is their 
description from their web page:

Ok, now for my input as to why this kit? The cost is unbelievable. A keyer 
with two 50 character memories for $25?? ($35 for the deluxe kit) What a 
bargain. And, you will need a keyer to go with the rigs that you are going 
to be using in your QRP career. This one is fun to build, and it is almost 
fool proof. We had 29 out of 30 kits that were built at Ft. Tuthill work 
the first time (and they were surface mount!!). Both types of kits are 
available, but I would suggest that beginners stick with the surface mount 
variety. Excellent manual, first class service and parts, and it is fun to 
build. Again, another one evening project, with very minimal tools needed. 
Remember that soldering iron, diagonal cutters and solder that you used in 
the VE3DNL kit, well, you need them again. The nice thing about this kit is 
that everything is there, and Embedded Research even offers a case option 
too!! I put my TiCK keyers in Altoids tins until I saw the neat case that 
Gary and Brad came up with this summer. 


When you finish your kit, you have a keyer that you can use with any qrp 
rig, and believe me, you will want to use a keyer and paddles. The nice 
thing about the TiCK is that it has memory. If you are operating a contest, 
simply put the exchange in memory and when it comes time to send it, you use 
the keyer to send it. Another use is that you can put your name qth, etc. 


all the stuff that you send in a qso in the other memory, and when you make 
a contact, you use the keyer to send it while you log. Neat!! 


Note that there are more parts with this kit, and it will take a little 
longer to build than the VE3DNL, but you have more when you finish. If you 
are a beginner and are learning how to use paddles, now you have a way to 
practice your sending!! 


Let's review the skills that you will have used and improved in building the 
first two kits. You have learned how to identify parts, how to read a 
schematic, how to follow directions and use a parts placement diagram, how 
to solder, (and probably how to desolder, grin), and how to put a board into 
a case. Lots of skills, and it has only cost you $35 at the minimum, $60 if 
you go first class and get all the options. 


Next we will look at my recommendation for your first QRP Transceiver kit. 
Hey we're ready for it, because we have a VE3DNL Marker/Signal Generator and 
a TiCK keyer, and we want to be able to use them (believe me you will). But 
more importantly, you have the confidence that you too can build electronic 
projects. You have done it before!! Part 3 tomorrow. 72, Doug

Our group has stumbled across some rev. B 49er boards and -- well, since 
things are kinda slow -- we are going to put them on the air ("..let no good 
board go unstuffed"). I have reviewed the past QRPp articles and have come 
away somewhat confused (in general, not hard for me) on the matter of the 
recommended modifications. I would be very grateful if anyone could answer 
the following questions: 


(1) What are the differences between the rev. A and rev. B boards? (Doug 
posted the rev. A schematic on the NorCal site) 

(2) Is RFC2 xreallyx 82 mH (not 82 uH)? What's a good (i.e., cheap) source 
for these? 

(3) Can RFC1, RFC3, RFC4, RFC5, and RFC6 be wound on ferrite/toroidal cores? 


(4) Are the optimum values for the inductors as follows (gleaned from the 
series of QRPp mod articles): 


RFC1 - 2.2 uh (with C20=150 and C2=50) 

RFC2 - 82 mH (see above) 

RFC3 - 47 uH (10t on FT37-43 per N6KR's "Choke Your 40-9er Now!" 
response) 

RFC4 - 47 uH (10t on FT37-43 per N6KR's "Choke Your 40-9er Now!" 
response) 

RFC5 - 1.5 uH (the 470-1.5-470 pi output filter suggested by AC6AN 
and tested by W6RCL) 

RFC6 - 15 uH (but switched to above C6 instead of between C6 and 
ground)
